Different Sorts of Trusts—The Inclination to 
Abuse Railroads,When Everybody Wants 
Them—‘ Give the Devil His Dues.” 


“For heaven’s sake, don’t let us make any 
such blunder. It wiil be as much of a trust as 
you will find anywhere.”’ 

That is what a delegate said when the Alli- 
ance fixed the price of cotton at 124 cents a 
pound. But he was alone. Nobody backed 
him ; nobody said amen. 

Every man is for himself and the devil take 
the hindmost, Human nature isthe same 
everywhere, and some kind of trusts will be 
formed by every trade and profession, if it can 
be done. A trust is generally the reaction of 
hard competition. It is business going from 
one extreme to another. I remember traveling 
from New York to Albany on a splendid 
steamboat, and we were carried for nothing, 
and had a fine dinner thrown in. 

An Irishman remarked, ‘‘And faith, we can 
thravel chaper than we can shtay at home, 
and we can do it in less time.’’ I came back in 
a few days, and had ys more than full 
fare, for the competing lines had formeda 
trust, and they soon made up what they had 
lost. When I wasa merchant I had a com- 
petitor who was smart and not overscrupulous, 
and he ran me peng | hard, and we cut prices 
low down and made no money for several 
months; but in coursé of time we met in New 
York at the hotel and made friends, and 
bought our goods together and formed a 
trust and marked up our goods and 
stuck to it, and we gave our customers 
“*hail Columbia’ and made money and recov 
ered what we had lost. 

The lawyers have a fee bill—a trust—and so 
have the docters. The lawyer charges so much 
for losing yourcase and so much more for 
gainingit. The doctor won’t even graduate 
his fees, but gets the same whether he kills or 
cures. Old Dr. Letsem wrote an epicr. 
himself that iilustrates— :

AN HUMBLE HERO. 


An Incident of the Flood inthe Alabama 
River During the Spring of 1886. 

Negroes frequently exhibit a wonderful de- 
gree of heroism in times of danger. An in- 
stance of this, observes a Detroit Free Press 
writer, 1 witnessed in the spring of 1886, when 
a freshet in the Alabama river caused the coun- 
try on each side to be overflowed by water for 
many miles. 

The negroes on the river plantations were 
the greatest sufferers. The cabins would be 
under water almost before they knew that dan- 
ger threatened them, and hundreds of them 
were sometimes found huddled together upon 
some knoll sufficiently elevated to be above the 
water. There they often remained two or 
three days and nights without food, and ex- 
posed to the soaking rain. Fortunately, the 
weather was not cold. 

Many relief expeditions were sent out from 
the neighboring towns to rescue them. These 
consisted of one or more boats, manned by ex~ 
pert oarsmen and swimmers, and filled with 
cooked provisions, blankets, etc. One day the 
news came that the negroes on a certain plan - 
tation had sought refuge upon a corn crib, 
around which the water was rapidly rising, 
and so rendering their condition extremely 
precarious. Two boats started out at once to 
their assistance. In one of these I went, ac- 
companied by another white man and a negro, 

An amusing occurrence took place not long 
after our starting. In the middle of a sub- 
merged fieid, about 100 yards to our right, we 
saw a little woolly black head, with a fright-

When near the rail- 
road, they meta man dressed roughly, and 
apparently anxious to escape attention. The 
marshal was struck by his close likeness to 
the description of the Gogeble robber, and 
immediately stepped in front of the man, 


Gaying: 
“I WANT YOU.”’ 

The stranger whipped his hand to his hip 
pocket, but before he could draw a pistol was 
felled by Marshall] Glode’s billy, which stunned 
him. He was taken tothe village jail, re- 
covering consciousness on the way. At the 
jail he was searched and three revolverg, three 
gold watches, four pocket books and other ar- 
ticles found on his person. One pocketbook 
bore the narae of ‘‘Reimond Holzhey,’’ the 
robbers name. 

HE BKOKE DOWN UNDER EXAMINATION 
and acknowledged committing the robbery of 
the Milwaukee and Northern train at Ellis 
Junction, last May, and the robbery at Lake 
Gogebic on Monday last. Holzhey came here 
last evening and put up ave Republic house. 
Police officers in all the towns up here had 
been furnished with a description of the rob 
her and when he entered the hotel he was at 
once placed under surveillance, under suspi- 
scion that he was the man wanted. 

Bessemer authorities were telegraphed to 
for further information, but upto an early 
hour this morning no response was -received 
from them. Marshal Glode resolved not to 
wait word from them and to make the arrest, 
being fearful thatif he delayed long the 
man might escape. Among the pocket-books 
found on him was one that he took from 
Fieischbein, the man whom he killed and 
robbed when

celle, of St. Paul, was recovered. 
There was also a gold watch num- 
bered 991,914. The man admits. that 
he took a watch from Fleischbein. There 
were two other watches in his possession. It 
Was some time before Holzhey would admit 
his identity, but finally,;when confronted b 


_the evidence of his pocketbook, acknowledge 


his identity. He stubbornly refused to say 
that be had commitied other robberies than 
those at Ellis Junction and Gogebic, but after 
much cross-examination said: 

‘It is generally supposed that one man has 
done them all and I think that is so.”’ 

He then entered into a detailed statement of 
his various crimes. His story was an interest- 
ing one. 

BART’S LAST CRIME. 

The crime for which the highwayman is un- 
der arrest was an exceedingly bold one. A 
Stage coach plies between Gogebic station on 

the Milwaukee, Lake Shore and 
Western road, and a suimmer resort hotel on 
Gogebic lake, three miles distant. On Mon- 
day last the stage left the hotel with a party of 
fuur men who had been spending several weeks 
there. The members of the party were Don- 
ald Mackearcher, of Minneapolis, one of the 
officials of the First Nati¢nal bank of that city; 
A. G. Fleischbein, of Belleville, Ill.; Robert 
Rintout, of the bank of Montreal, Chicago; 
and William Paddon, also of Chicago. 

About 11:30 o’clock, as the stage was drag- 
ging lazily along over the road, its driver was 
startied by a command to holdin the reins and 
not make a single move 

AT THE PERIL OF HIs LIF. 

There in front of him was the stage robber, 
wearing a slouch hat and holding two immense 
revolvers, Which he pointed at the driver. 
One of the passengers adopted a trick to throw 
the robber off his guard. He hada consider- 
able amount of money on his person, and did 
not want it taken from him. When the high 
Wayman extended a general invitation to 
*‘cash in,” he put his hand into his pocket, 
presumably for his pocketbook, but really to 
‘get his revolver. e drew it and commenced 
miring at the robber, who stood his ground and 
ireturned the fire. The horses dashed away at 
‘arapid rate, but the robber continued to 
mg his revolver at the men in the coach. 
Mr. Fieischbein rose up in his seat and re- 
ceived a bulletin his hip. Atthe same time 
the coach gave a lurch and he was thrown for- 
ward in the roadway. 

Banker Mackearcher also fell a victim to 
the robber’s murderous weapon. He received 
two bullet wounds, one in the leg. The rob- 
ber pounced upon his helpless victim in the 
roadway, 

SHOVED A PISTOL IN HIS FACE 
and threatened to finish him then and there. 
Fleischbein pleaded for his life and the rob- 
ber, after going through his pockets and taking 
about $40in money, a watch and chain and 
ring, left him lying in the road. He lay there 
mearly three hours before he was taken to 
Bessemer and put into a hospital, but he had 
bled so much that he died that night, having 
first furnished a good description of the high- 
Wayman. 

Mr. Mackearcher was taken to Minneapolis, 
where at last accounts he was said to be re- 
covering. It is believed the robber is the 
same man who recently held ap Northwestern 
aud Wisconsin Central trains, As soon as 
news of the robbery reached Ashland, Sleriff 
‘Foley and posse started in pursuit. They 
;Wwere soon joined by a mob under Judge 
‘Lynch. A pack of bloodhounds with their In- 
dian tracers were also bronght into requisi- 
tion. Allavenues of escape were cut oft and 
a systematic man hunt was begun, ending 
this morning as above stated.

WHAT THE ALLIANCE WANTS. 


Recommendations of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Mississippi Alliance. 

JACKSON, Miss., August 31.—The committee 
on memorials and legislation made their report 
to the state alliance yesterday,and it was adopt- 
ed, It contains the following recommendation 
to the legislature: That money be appropri 
ated by the state to encourage foreign immi- 
gration; that so much of convict labor as is

DEATH ON THE RAIL, 


An Excursion Train and a Stock Train Col- 
lide—Several Persons Killed. 

MIDDLEBERRY, Vt, August 31.— 
An excursion train to Burlington from the 
Horse Breeders’ meeting at Rutland, and a 
stock train bound south collided at 8:50 last 
night four miles north of here, near Brooks- 
ville. Both engines,one carand a part of 
another car ofthe excursion train and ten or 
twelve stock cars, loaded with hogs, were 
wrecked and piled inaheap.

AGREEING UPON RATES 


To be Paid by the Government for Telegraph 
Servicc. 

WASHINGTON, August 31.— Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wanamaker and President Norvin Green 
had a consultation last evening respecting the 
telegraph service furnished the government by 
the Western Union Telegraph company. While 
the details of the plan have not be arranged, 
itis understood that satisfactory progress is 
being made toward an agreement upon the 
lines laid down by the postmaster general. The 
question of rates to be paid by the government 
for telegraph service is the point at issue, but 
by no means the principal question, as Post- 
master Gencral Wanamaker's plans contem 
plate a considerable enlargement of the func- 
tions of the postoffice department in the direc- 
tion of co operation with the telegraph com- 
pany’s service to secure a cheaper and better 
service.

Comment of the German Press on Matters 
Generally—The Great Strike in Lon- 
don—Other Foreign News. 


Beguin. August 31.—[Copyright 1889 by the 
New York Associated Press.J}—The coming 
session of the reichstag is not expected to be 
either. stormy or sensational. Among the 
most important measures to be introduced is a 
bill which the government is preparing for 
credits to augment and reorganize the army 
in view of the continual increase of French 
and Russian armaments. Members of the 
reichstag and the public are being prepared 
for this bill by significant articles in all the 
official organs.. These-papers-ate demanding 
an increase of German forces which is calcu- 
lated on the effective force that the new French 
military law will enable France to put into the 
field. 

Radical newspapers have begun an agitation 
for reduction of the period of compulsory mil- 
itary service with colors. The term is three 
years and the radicals want it reduced to two 
years. The war oftice will not entertain the 


suggestion. 

The bundesrath,Swhich meets about the end 
of September, will begin 1ts work by examin- 
ing the socialist law and discussing a project 
for the reform of the Imperial bank. 

Several petitions have been sevt to the gov- 
ernment from Alsace Lorraine asking that the 
authorities there be instructed to mitigate the 
rigor of the passport regulations. The petitions 
thus far have met with no response from 
the government. The Strassburg Landes Zei- 
tung even reports that the permission hitherto 
accorded in parishes adjoining the frontier, to 
dispense with the exhibition. of passports, 
where there are frequent crossings for business 
purposes, is now withdrawn. No reason for 
the withdrawal is assigned. 

‘There 1s a cessation in the press polemic on 
African affairs. The Vossische Zeitung com- 
menting upon the appearance of the English 
blue beok, says that the object seems to be to 
demonstrate anew, in spite of German indig- 
nation meetings in regard tothe Emin relief 
expedition, the fact that the Anglo-German 
derstanding has not undergone the slightest 
interruption. 

The Vossische Zeitung believes that this 
entente precludes the possibility of Germany 
lending the :@.allest countenance toany etiorts 
like that of Dr. Peters to interfere with En 

lishs plans in Central Africa. The 

oerson Zeitung declares that during 
the negotiations for a joint blockade 
Germany gave formal assurance that Emin’s 
province, including Wadelai, though officially 
abandoned by Egypt, should still be regarded, 
at least provisionally, as belonging to Egypt. 
The assertion that a formal agreement was 
made is probably exaggerated, but the North 
German Gazette’s attacks on the Cologne Ga- 
zette and National Liberal organizations fa- 
vorable to Dr. Peters, indicate Prince Bis- 
marck’s firm intention not to give offense to 
England in colonial matters. 

The Hanover Courier, Herr Benigsen’s 
organ, deplores the misunderstandings created 
by the North German Gazette, and regrets 
that friends of Prince Bismarck andthe cm- 
peror, in high position, should be attacked be- 
cause they failed to foresee a year ago the rap 
prochment with England. 

The Frankfort Gazette similarly expresses 
surprise, considering the license Prince Bis- 
marck formally allowed, that it should now be 
so dangerous to evdeavor to ascertain, in a 
perfectly passionless manner, what are German 
rights as compared with English private trans- 
gressions. The Gazette asks in atone of sar- 
easm ‘‘ Whatis the enormous price Engiand 
inust be paid for the total suppression of even 
the most modest expression of public opinion 
regarding German colonia! subjects.’’ 

The Vossische Zeitung supports the attitude 
of the North German Gazette in the belief that 
England’s scheme to connect her possessions 
by way of interior will not affect the German 
colonial policy. 

Telegrams from Copenhagen represent the 
king of Denmark as surprised that his son-in- 
law sbould have so long delayed returning 
Emperor William’s visit and as most anxious 
that this act of courtesy should no longer be 
deferred. 

Still, after so many disappointments, the 
statement that the czar has decided to coine 
next week meets with a deal of scepticism 
even in official circles. Application at the 
Russian embassy fails either to confirm.or to 
deny the report. Court officials do not expect 
the czarto arrive before September 15th, but 
they say his plans may be changed. After 
that date the kaiser’s programme, including a 
visit to Greece, has been detinitely mapped 
out in reference to the imperial meeting. 

It is rumored a difficulty has arisen froin the 
desire of the czZarina to accompany her 
husband. Bitter articles in the Berlin Post 
and other papers may be attributed to the an- 
noyance caused by these repeated delays. The 
Post declares that the only way to turn the at- 
tention of Kussia from war is for the European 
powers to agree to give hera free band in 
Asia or the Balkaus. 

The marriage festivities at Copenhagen will 
bring a large gathering. It is estimated that 
forty members of the imperial and royal fam- 
ilies will be present, the assembling of whom 
gives rise to numerous betrothal rumors. 

The Bochum congress was well attended. 
There was some disappointment over the lack 
of original and practical ideas for the ameliora— 
tion of the condition of the workingmen. 
Count Galen delivered the best discourse on 
this question. Six thousand persons assembled 
to hear Dr. Windhorst deal with religious edu- 
cation and the efforts of the centrists in behalf 
ofthe miners. The congress adopted an ad- 
dress in favor of the restoration of the tem- 
poral powers of the pope. 

The National Gazette, apnarently on au< 
thority of the Chinese embassador, denies the 
story that Count Von Waldersee elaborated the 
plan of campaign for China during the Ton- 
quin war. 

The Post issues the official denial that Ger- 
many has any designs in Crete. 


THE GREAT LONDON STRIKE. 


The Dockmen and Their Employers Still 
Avart. 

Lonpon, August 51. -[Copyright 1889 by 
the New York Associated Press.|—The 
long smouldcring discontent of the 
laborers in the London docks re- 
ceived a strong stimulus by the revelations 
before the lords’ committee on ‘“‘sweating’’ last 
year. Leaders of the labor movement, seiz- 
ing the opportunity vigorously, prosecuted 
the campaign in the East End, and fanned the 
embers of discontent until the dockmen, 
aroused from the lethargy induced by their 
sordid surroundings,submitted tothe guidance 
of Burns, their champion, and other active 
spirits, their concerted action leading to the 
present crisis. This was only done slowly, 
the conditions under which labor is employed, 
especially 

LARGE OVERPLUS OF WORKERS 
anxiously fighting ~*y the dock gates each 
morning to obtain ever a few hours employ- 
ment, rendering it impossible to take decisive 
action until the workmen were fully prepared. 

The continuance of the strike for seventeen 
days and the strikers’ determined attitude 
now show that the leaders carefully calculated 
the probable course of the movement before 
notice of strike was formally given. Inter 
views had today with police officials, coroners, 
officers, and others whose duties bring them 
into daily contact with the dockmen, and those 
of allied employments, show that for years 
past the condition of the dockmen’s families 
has been as bad as any of the worst cases re- 
vealed before the sweating committee. 

Local radical clubs and other organizations 
are fully alive to the importance of striking 
while the iron is hot. They are greatly as- 
sisted by lecturers and bya house to house 
propaganda intended to foment discontent 
and forward what, in view of tonight’s situa- 
tion and the striking committee’s latest mani- 
festo promises to develop into 

AN ORGANIZED CRUSADE 
against capitalismjgenerally. This aspect of 
affairs in the East End of London today was 
uieter than might have been expected. 
strikers who have not joined in the procés- 
sions discuss the situation calmly and appear 
to be resolute. The strikers adhere to their 


| full demands, though 


many, who hurriediy enter and depart 
from the relief committee’s rooms, plainly re- 
veal sharp privation. Altogether the position 
indicates that the near approach of a great 
socialist victory is bringing the labor question 
and the eight-hour movement prominently to 
the front. 
THE STRIKERS’ HEADQUARTERS. 

Wades Arms, atypical East End tavern on 
Jeremiah street, a narrow thoroughfare abut- 
ting on East Indla dock road, is at present the 
headquarters of the strike committee, and Is 
likely to become the center of a movement in 
behalf of labor, the ramnifications of which 
will touch every British employer and cap- 
itslist. Today Burns and other leaders 
in- the movement were thoroughly ac- 
tive. Besides his usual oratorical and 
secretarial work , Burns drove rapidly in a cab 
to the offices of the different dock companies. 
He was eagerly followed by the more ardent 
of the strikers who anxiously awaited outside 
for the still deferred announcement that the 
ee conceded the only points now dis- 
puted. 

Public feeling, both in East End and in 
city commercial circles, strongly favors the 
strikers. Local sympathy is actively excited 
to supplement various public subscription to 
afford practical relief. As an instance of many 
spontaneous helps, Mr. Lafone, proprietor of 
Butler’s wharf, Bermondsey, has given each 
striker to shillings to tide him over Sunday. 

MORE RECRUITS. 

Today tho employes of Yarrow & Co., who 
are under a heavy contract to supply the gov- 
ernment with torpedo appliances, struck, while 
5,000 iron workers at the. Isle of Dogs have 
gone out foran advance of six pence. The 
dock laborers on strike number 110.000. As 
an immediate sequence of their cessation, 20,- 
000 stevedores, 6,000 lightermen, 2,000 clerks 
and nearly 50,000 grain weighers and laborers 
are compulsorily idle. Penimsula and Oriental 
steamship company has 1,000 employes en- 
gaged by hour. Mass meeting of dockmen 
will be held in Hyde park tomorrow. Mel- 
borne’s trade council, representing all branches 
of trade, has called a meeting for Monday. to 
raise funds for the London strikers. 

Mr. Burns, in terms suggestive.of the possi- 
bility of some compromise, hasasked and ob- 
tained consent of the strikers to authorize their 
leaders to agree upon terms which the leaders 
might think it desirable toaccept. Itis stated 
that the managers of the Albert docks have 
practically conceded to the demands of the 
strikers contained in the compromise proposals 
submitted last evening. If the other dock 
companies do not agree to the terms of this 
ak cae the Albert dccks people will join 
with the wharfingers and take on -their old 
emplcyes at these figures. 

The iron workers at Erith, in Kent, have 
struck. The mechanic crews of the North- 
western railway demand five per cent in- 
crease in wages. 

Burns held a conference with the dock com- 
panies today and submitted the compromise 
proposition agreed uron last night, stat 
ing that the wharfingers had indorsed it. 
The dock companies issued a statement in 
conjunction with the wharfingers to the effect 
that they have carefully considered the pro- 
posal and are unabie to accept it, and denying 
that the wharfingers had assented to it. 

THE COMPANIKS DECLINE, 

The directors of the dock companies have 
formally declined to make any concession be 
yond what has already been offered. Matters 
remain in statu quo. The strike committee 
met late tonight at Wadarms and decided to 
withdraw their appeal for a general strike, and 
to substitute an appeal to the trades unions at 
home and abroad for tinancial help to continue 
the atrugg®’>. The work of distributing the 
funds to the needy has been resumed, the 
wharf laborers’ union at Sydney having cabled 
£500 for that purpose. The strikers were in- 
formed that the bishop of Canterbury andthe 
bishop of London bad expressed sympathy 
with the movement. The strike has spread to 
Chatham.

PINE STRAW RAGGING. 


A South Carolia Company Organized to 
Manufacture It, ; 
CHARLESTON. 8. C., August 31.—[Special.]— 
It is announced positively today that a com- 
pany has been organized and will at once en- 
ter upon the manufacture of cotton bagging 
from the fibre of the pine straw. The factory 
will be built at Summerville, miles from 
here, the laud having been given for the pur- 
pose. Thesite is in the thickest part of the 
pine forest in the state. The company have 
also been offered the privilege of gatnering 
pine straw from a tract of territory covering 
thousands of acres, so that the material for the 
manufacture of bagging will cost nothing but 
the price of collecting and hauling it. Itis 
understood that the South Carolina railway 
has offered the new concern the free gift of 
gathering pine leaves ail over the lands owned 
by them. Several bales of cotton covered with 
pine straw bagging were received here last 
escl and subjected to the severest test of screw, 
100k, fire and water and stood it even better 
than common jute bagging. The new factory 
is said to be.an offshoot of the Acme factory at 
Wilmington, N. C., and is expected to com- 
mence work as soon as the building and ma- 
chinery are erected.

Very iittie is known about this 
raft beyond this immediate section; bat 
the farmers along the river banks below here 
have learned of it froin bitter experience 
until they regard itastheir most aggressive 
enemy, not excepting the drouth terrer. The 
river at this point makes a complete reverse 
bend inthe shape of a horseshoe. The ds- 
tance around the bend is probably more than a 
mile, while across the strip of landin the 
‘shoe’ is only about two hundred yards. 
Forty or iifty years ago, so tradiiition says, 
beavers, for which this stream is noted, cou- 
structed adam in this bend that began to 
check the logs, trees, ete., that dritted toward 
the sea,and in this waythe raft was first 
started. Most of the drift wood that has tloated 
down the river since then bas lodged iu this 
‘place, and the raft has grown to an alirming 
extent. Itnow stretches for a haif-mile up 
aud down the river, almost checking the flow 
of water. The logs, trees, etc., that make up 
the raft are Knitted and plaited together, 
while trees and shrubbery have sprung up 
over it, making itassolid asadamant. Dur- 
ing a freshet, the flow of water is checked by 
this great obstruction, and the farms for 
twenty miles up the river are inundated, 
causing immense losses. The raft is now so 
old and firm that itcan never be removed 
without immense expense, and the only way 
by which the old order of tranquility can be 
restored to the Oconee, is to cut a canal across 
tbe short strip of land in the bend and let the 
river wash out a new bed—an experiment that 
will probably be tried next.

THE METHODS BY WHICH 17T I8 
BUILT UP. 


The Work Among the Factories and Mfls— 
The Cotton on Hand and to Arrive—Other 
Interesting Notes. 


Aveusta, Ga., August 27—[Special.]— 
Augusta being pre-eminently the cotton man 
ufacturing and cotten buying city of the state, 
the main topic of conversation just now is cot- 
ton; andj wherever cotton is the theme, the 
great cotton bagging crusade of course forms 
the leading feature. The cotton factors here 
are vicing with each other as to which shall 
be the most diligent in proving his sympathy 
with the farmersin their war against jute, 
and the way in which they are providing the 
needed cotton wrapping in the growing emer- 
gency is at once creditahblat@“ne™ sagacity

4 “‘GET-UP-AND GET’’ METHODS. 


The record is a pleasing and convincing one. 
In the past few weeks it has become apparent 
to everybody that the New Orleans and West 
Point mills could not begin to supply the im- 
mediate demand for cotton bagging. Of course 
they could never supply the bagging for the 
whole crop, but it was contended by the alli- 
ance leaders that they would be able to fur- 
nish it to alliance farmers if they would get 
their supply in installments and order it only 
as they were ready for it. But even this was 
impracticable; and as the farmers seemed 
“hell bent and predetermined”’ in their reso- 
lution to use no jute, the cotton factors were 
face to face with the awkward situation of 
cotton ripening in the fields but not being 
marketed because there was no cotton bag- 
ging to wrapitin. It was 

A CONDITION, NOT A THEORY, 
which confronted them, and the question was 
how to meet it. The factors had lent their 
money to the farmers to make their crops, and 
they had counted on the cotton being brought 
in the last of Augustand September. But 
the farmers could not get cotton bagging pos- 
sibly until October and November, and many 
not before Christmas. The factors had gotten 
their money from the banks, and their notes 
would be maturing in September. They 
counted on the cotton crop to meet those notes, 
and the cotton crop was abundantly ready to 
do so if only the cotton bagging was forthcom- 
ing in which to wrap it. It was to the interest 
of the farmer to get his cotton into market 
early and command the highest price, but it 
was more to the interest of the factor for him 
todo so. The farmer has made.an abundant 
crop, and there is plenty at home for him to 
live onfor amonth orso while waiting for 
cotton bagging, and if all the crop is held back 
or the majority of it, the prices will hold up in 
October as well as September. But 
THE FACTOR WANTS IT XOW, 

and like the fellow’s pistol in Texas, he wants 
it bad. The cotton mills in Augusta which 
spin annually 85,000 bales and make Augusta 
the best cotton market in the southeast, are on 
the lookout for the pick of the new crop; the 
foreign buyers are here eager to ship to the 
Liverpool market with its big September 
prices, andin the face of all this the farmer 
sits back like a fanatic and says his cotton 
shall never be packed in jute. Tothe factor 
the situation is worse than tantalizing, and 
just at this point one of Augusta’s youngest 
cotton firms rushed into the breach, and with 
a splendid stroke of enterprise forged to the 
front in the notice and esteem of the farmers.

Again, there were 
certain changes necessary to be made in the 
looms to adapt them to this heavier work, so 
that the mill would not agree to furnish ten 
thousand yardsa day before September 15th. 
But the cotfon was ready for bagging now, 
and the factors did not want to have to wait 
till September 15th. Again, a young firm 
méets the issue, and this time Messrs, Hull & 
Tobin have issued a circular to the farmers, 
stating that they can furnish 
FOR IMMEDIATE USE 
any quantity desired of the heavy &:ck made 
by the Sibley mills which was the same weight 
as the bagging, and would meet every require- 
mentin the presént emergency. The cotton 
mills of Augusta at the meeting of the South- 
ern Manufacturers’ association last May 
agreed to pay ten cents a hundred more for 
cotton wrapped in cotton bagging than in 
jute. This makes Augusta a certain market 
for the farmer, and of course necessitates the 
foreign buyer doing the same thing, or he 
can’t get the cotton. The competition caused 
by the heavy consumption of cotton by the 
local factories always keeps the price of cotton 
in Augusta above the figures paid in any other 
inland market, and usually up with or above 
the price at Charleston or Savannah. Despite 
@ great many untoward circumstances Au- 
gusta received 200,000 bales of cotton last year, 
and a 
QUARTER OF A MILLIOF BALES, 

is confidently counted on this year. With the 
natural advantages which Augusta has as a cot- 
ton market, the great attention which has 
been given here to the cotton hagging crusade 
by her faetors, and the way they are supplying 
it to the farmers, the heavy demand for cotton 
from the local factories, the high prices paid, 
and the very heavy crop which has been made, 
these are not extravagant figures. There are 
a number of good business men who are clear 
headed and conservative, who think 250,000 
bales will be easily reached. On every hand 
the crops are magnifieent, and_ there 
are farms just out of the city 
limits, on the river, which will make easily a 
bag tothe acre, andon some acres two bags 
will be gathered. Old farmers who have 
planted in this section all their lives say that 
never before have they Known such acrop as 
that now. in the fields. They also say that 
never before in years have the farmers come so 
near owning their crop and that when they 
have paid off all they owe to the cotton factors 
they will have something left in their pockets 
callto their own. :

lace. The groundsselected for the reunion 

ere specially suitable for the gathering, being 
level and beautifully shaded. A’ bold spring 
gushes out of the side of the hill, while the 
trees of a century’s growth furnish the most 
grateful and cooling shade. A stand had been 
erected und seats provided. 

About sun-up the people began coming in 
from the surrounding country and adiacent 
counties, on foot, on horseback and in every 
conceivable style and condition of vehicie, 
from the two wheel ox-cart up to the pretiiess 
and tastiest family phaeton. 

THE HISTORY OF THE RRGIMENT. 
When the Eighth Georgia battalion was or- 


| ganized twenty-eight years ago, it was com- 


posed of seven companies with about nine hun- 
dred men. It was made up from Bartow, 
Gordon, Pickens, “iimer and Fannin. They 
were ordered to the support of Vicksburg, 
Miss., but were met at Jackson by the enemy, 
where the first fight, in which the battalion 
was engaged, occurred. They were. or- 
dered back to Georgia, and were 
in the terrific fight of Chicka:nanga, 
where the batallion distinguished itsel{,by the 
bravery and _— of its members. They 
were engaged in all battles and picket tights 
along the line of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. 

At the close of the war the survivors of the 
gallant Eighth Georgia returned to the tower- 
ing mountains, old red hills and green valleys 
of their beloved north Georgia, fer whicia 
many of them had shed their heart’s bLivod, 
and most of them had faced death in its mest 
terrible form a thousand times. These vet- 
erans, most of them now grown gray an: with 
grand-children clambering about their Knees, 
with their wives, their children and their chil- 
dren’s children, and their neighbors and 
friends, made a gathering of about three 
thousand souls. 

THE PROCESSION FORMED. 

The veterans were formed in procession fn 
front of the hotel, with their bullet-ridden 
and tattered and stuined ftlag in front and 
under the leadership of Colonel J. W. Gray, 
the old commander of the battalion, and es-— 
corted by a band from Chattanooga, muarctied 
out to the grounds. The drummer of the 
Eight Georgia regiment beat the march to the 
grove. 

Upon arriving at the grove the veterans 
were marched and counter marched around 
the grand stand to the seats reserved for them 
in front. There were about two hundred and 
twenty-five in the ranks. 

A fervent and eminently suitable prayer for 
the occasion was then delivered by Rev. 8. 
Shaw. At the conclusion of the prayer 
“Dixie’’ was rendered by the band, and for a 
few moments the veterans seemed to zo wild 
as the familar strains, to which they had 
marched to victory or defeat greeted their ears. 

Colonel J. W. Gray then introduced the 
first speaker of the day— Colonel H. D. Cupers, 
of Adairsville, who made an eloquent speech of 
welcome to the véterans. Several times inthe 
progress of Colonel Capers’s speech your re- 
porter noticed tears standing in the cyea of the 
veterans, and sleeves were frequently brushed 
across their faces. His tribute to the women 
of the south was one of the grandest perora- 
tions that I have ever heard. 

Colonel W. D. Ellis, of Atlanta, was then 
listened toin a highly humorous and witty 
speech. He made some eminently successful 
hits of wit and humor on the Georgia culonel 
and general. His speech was a brilliant spec- 
imen of wit, for which heis famous, and was 
immensely enjoyed by theold veterans, who 
laughed and shouted during the entire time. 

Hon. Judson Clements made a fine oration 
in which he paid a glowing tribute to the pri- 
vate soldiers. 

SERVED UNDER SHERMAN. 

Lieutenant Bailess, an ofticer who served 
under Sherman, was then introduced and 
made avery sensible and pleasing talk. He 
said that all ill-feeling and all animosity was 
buried between the north and the sonth, and 
that it was a great pleasure for him to attend 
a seuthern soldiers’ reunion, anda great deal 
more fii the sare vein. It was received with 
applause. 

Mr. A. W. Ballend then gave a history of 
the confederate flag which was then waving 
over the grand stand. This ‘fag was carried 
by the Eighth Georgia regiment during the 
entire war, with the exception ofa short period 
of time, whenit was captured bya Michigan 
regiment. It was recaptured by the confed- 
erates and at the surrender Captain Magruder, 
now of Rome, stripped off bis shirt and 
wrapped the flag around him to keep it from 
falling into the hands of theenemy. He 
brought it home with him and it has been in 
his possession ever since. The flag 
was literally full of bullet holes 
and was more than one time stained 
with the blood of its bearer, traces of which 
can still be seen to this day. Five color bearers 
were shot while bearing it aloft, but it was 
seized and borne aloft by another intrepid 
soldier. The flag was of red silk, striped 
across with blue bars bordered with white, and. 
in the center of the bars were thirteen stars 
worked in white. At the top was the inscrip—' 
tion, ‘8th Georgia,’’ worked in white. It is 
very highly prized by its owner, Captain Ma- 

ruder. Mr. Ballew also gave interesting and 
instructive statistics in regard to the number 
of men enlisted in the United States army ;

many northern editors have been making 

the same inquiry that Editor Lewis has 

made. Some of them discuss the matter, 

but the most of them answer the question 

according to their scveral and various 

biases. 

‘The republigam editors are somewhat 
dubious. They do not feel that the tariff 
has had much to do with the matter, and 
yet, as it is'a sort of home affair, soto say, 
they consider themselves bound to notice it. 
The free-trade editors, both republican 
and democratic, take hold of the subject by 
both ears and drag it around promiscuously. 
The Evening Post, which was never very 
friendly to the south until a year or two ago, 

has chuckled over the subject considerably. 
Its idea is that protection has brought about 
the collapse, such as it is, and that free- 
trade would provide a remedy for New Eng- 
land’s woes. 

The more sens‘ble view, however, is that 
certain native and interior conditions have 
breught about the change—and it is cer- 
tainly a change rather than a collapse. It 
is a movement that springs from a combina- 
tion of circumstances that is not in any 
sense new to this country and its develop- 
ment. To import the raw material by 
breaking down the tariff might be a very 
good thing for the iron industries of New 
Enyland, but these industries, under the 
circumstances and conditions of our home 
development, have been -diverted to the 
south, where they are next door to the raw 
material. 

The question is,is the south kart or 
Hielped by this diversion—by this movement 
and development? This is a very impor- 

tant question, too, for the south, like all 
other sections and communities must look 
out for itself. Ifthis movement of cotton 
and iron industries from the north helps 
the south instead of hurting it, we don’t 
see why there should be any weeping on 
the part of our people. 


For every cotton mill or iron *mill that | 


has collapsed at the north two have been es- 
tablished at the south, and we can’t see, 
for the life of us, how the country at large 
has been hurt in any particular. That 
tariff reform is a good thing we have no 
doubt, and we favor it to the full extent of 
the democratic platform; but if it is the 
tariff that is driving northern industries to 
the south, we do not see why any southern 
editor should go off into a corner and pout 
about it. 

Tariff or no tariff, we gladly welcome 
these northern industries to our sunny 
clime. 


How Disadvantage is an Advantage. 
An incidental remark of Dr. William A. 
Hammond in his article on the so-called 
elixir of life is worth thinking about. He 
gays most of the great discoveries are made 


by persons ignorant of the laws of nature. . 


The learned man is hampered by his know!l- 
edge of things, and confines himself to 
what he considers reasonable experiments. * 
The unlearned experimenter, ignorant of 
the laws of‘nature as laid down in the 
books, is always going back to first princi- 
ples and interrogating nature herself. The 
result is that he sometimes stumbles on 
things which the scientists have overlooked. 
Substantially the same remark was recently 
made by Professor Huxley, against whose 
methods of investigation the most scrupu- 
lous of thescientists would hardly lodgea 
complaint. 

Afterall, is he not the greatest scientist 
who goes directly to nature to get acquainted 
with her? It is true he overlooks a vast 
amount of work which has already been 
done for him, but he will learn the truth at 
headquarters as he will learn it nowhere 
else; and once having formed the habit of 
original and self-reliant investigation, he 
will find it much easier to pick up what the 
world has already acquired. In a conversa- 
tion recently, Edison was mentioned as an 
example of whatan unscientific man could 
do. It was stated that he started out asa 
telegraph operator, and by making experi- 
ments in his own way went on from one 
success to another. Is not Edison really a 
type of the true scientist who goes to head- 
quarters for his information? 

There is in this idea a world of comfort 
for the thousands of intelligent young men 
and women who, having the advantages of 
an ordinary English education, are in clr- 
cumstances which make a college education 
a matter of impossibility. Perhaps with 
dependent relatives they are confined in 
their studies to the resources of their own

“The ‘Sane Germann “Emperor. 

There is some discussion in the prints as 
to the character of the German emperor. 
In the late Mr. Thorndike Rice’s evening 
magazine we have a comparatively full dis- 
cussion of the matter. 

Mr. Poultney Bigelow went to school 
with the young man—by sufference or by 
means of money—and he thinks that the 
young emperor is one of the finest affairs on 
the top side of the ground. 

It must be supposed that there is some 
mistake here. A young man who doesn’t 
love his wother and who has no respect 
for the memory of his father is not much of 
@ person in any walk of life. Asa peasant 
he would be accounted a brute, and as a 
king he must be somewhat worse. 

There is no more mysterious affair in his- 
tory than the fact that the German people, 
who are intelligent, and who are full of the 
fire and vigor of progress, should submit to 
be ruled over by a person who hates his 
mother and despises the memory of his 
father. It is only less mysterious that the 
German people should permit any person to 
rule over them in any shape or form with a 
power that does not proceed from the peo- 
ple themselves. 

But this sort of disease will cure itself in 
Germany as it has in America and other 
enlightened nations. A Bismarck would 
be tolerated in this country about two min- 
utes and a half, and then he would go back 
to his beer, his dog and his family. 

It is a great thing for America that there 
can be no Bismarcks and no one-horse em- 
perors here. We are living in a great time, 
and to this extent we are a great people. 
Show us an American in public life who 
-insults his mother and flouts the memory of 
his father, and we’ll show you the ‘deadest 
duck that ever quashed. 


Educated Ignorance. 

A distinguished Boston clergyman, who 
has been traveling through the south for 
the first time, wrote home to his frien@s as 
follows, according to the Herald of thav 
city: ‘‘I am astonished to find that the men 
whom I should naturally expect to be repub- 
licans at home are democrats here and vice 
versa.’’ 

This is not a very exciting subject, to be 
sure, but it would be interesting to under- 
stand why a distinguished clergyman of 
Boston, who is supposed to know something 
about the country at large, should be aston- 
ished to find the best people of the south in the 
democratic party. ‘That the distinguished 
clergyman is a republican goes without say- 
ing, but why should he be so ignorant of 
the condition of affairs in a iarge section of 
his country as to be astonished because the 
standard of democracy in the south is as 
high as that of republicanism in New Eng- 
land? 

This is a question that applies to a very 
broad field of discussion. If a distinguished 
Boston clergyman is ignorant of the situa- 
tion isit surprisnig that his congrega- 
tion, his friends and his acquaintances are 
equally as ignorant! Is it.amp> Wonder that 
the average _citisch as well as the average 
editor ef the north has on hand a surpris- 
‘ig fund of misinformation, or Jack of in- 
formation? 

The remedy for this sort of thing must be 
found in the cure of educated ignorance. It 
is a matter that cannot be fairly touched by 
the schoolmaster, for when ignorance be- 
comes educated, it develops al) sorts of isms. 
An educated man who is ignorant is the 
worst kind of a crank, and from these it is 
to be hoped the Lord will protect the 
country. 


Let Him Alone. 

Wr. Albert Brierly, the gentleman who 
recently figured as the lover of the unfortu- 
nate Mrs. Maybrick, and who was in a 
great measure responsible fur that lady’s 
downfall, is now on his way to this country, 
with the intention of engaging in the cot- 
ton business in the south. 

Of course Mr. Brierly bas a perfect right 
to go where he pleases, and he should not 
be molested. But the trouble is that cer- 
tain sensational newspapers are already on 
the lookout for him with the avowed object 
of interviewing him and making him one of 
the lions of the day. This is all wrong. 
Mr. Brierly may be utterly contemptible or 
he may be the victim of his unbridled pas- 
sions, but in either event he is not the 
proper subject for a newspaper interviewer, 

Even a sensational newspaper should 
draw the line somewhere. This man Bri- 
erly, according to all accotints, keenly feels 
his guilty responsibility for Mrs, Maybrick’s 
fate. He contributed liberally to the poor 
woman’s defense, and shed tears when he 
heard of her conviction. He comes to this 
country full of shame and remorse. The 
only punishment that we have the right to 
inflict upon himisto let him alone. Our 
newspapers, our preachers, our moral lec- 
turers have no business with this man. On 
the other hand society has no business with 
him. He is neither to be denounced nor 
condoled with. He should be allowed to 
slink quietly and unobservedly along his 
pathway, with no companionship but his 
own thoughts. Let him travel unheralded 
and unnoticed. In other words, let him 
alone! 


The Financial Situation. 

The bond syndicate seems to have worked 
the treasury with little trouble. The ease 
with which bonds can be sold to the govern- 
ment atthe top of the market by a money 
squeeze is suggestive of great danger. The 
facility of the treasury for buying bonds ap- 
pears to be as much a menace as asafe- 
guard. It has been resorted to in times of 
real stringency to relieve the money market, 
and this fact isa temptation to unscrupu- 
lous syndicates to cultivate a panicky feel- 
ingin order to sell their bonds at a high 
price. This appears to have been done 
within the last ten days. The New York 
Tribune claims to have information that a 
syndicate controlling $18,090,000 of govern- 
ment bonds used two national banks to cre- 
ate a fictitious stringency in order that the 
treasurer might be induced to take bonds 
freely, thereby throwing some millions of 
cash into the market for the purpose of re- 
lieving the alleged p@essure. When money 
was ruling at four per cent,and the daily 
supply was two or three millions in excess of 
the legitimate demand, these banks marked 
up their rate tu five per cent and gave no- 
tice that in a few days they would raise it to 
six percent. This, with the small excess 
above the legal reserve, was used for all it 
was worth to creafé a pavicky feeling, and

that the nine millions of cash already paid on | 
‘the bonds bought have so congested the 


money market thatthe rate is reduced again 
to four per cent is pretty good evidence that 
the stringency was fictitious and wholly due 
to the schemers. —

crops the country has known for years, and” 


in the face, also, of a gain over last year in 
the balance of trade, gives some idea of the 
immense harm that may be done when the 
country is not so strongly fortified against a 
panic. The suffering that could be inflicted 
onthe country by a money trust is almost 
inconceivable.

It is impossible to tell what changes may be 
worked inour financial system by the pro- 
gressive organization of classes. It may be 
that in the course of time each class will 
have a banking system of its own.

Tie Ancestral Council, as General Pike some- 
times styles it, was founded at Charleston in 1801. 
The “high grades” under the name of Rite of Per- 
fection limited to 25 dezrees, had flourished in 
France since the middle of the last century, but 
until i801 ibere hal neyer been any organized gor- 
erning body. The Charleston council at the start 
added eight degrees,making thirty-three in all, and 
exercised Scottish rite jurisdiction over the 
entire globe, until it granted patents for the 
establishment of other supreme councils of the 
thtrty- third degree, with co-ordinate administra- 
tive rank, several years later, Itissued the patent 
for the northern jurisdiction in 1813.

Pike’s successor as grand commander will be recog- 
nized and respected .s presijent of the confedera- 
tion,

Candler’s faby Was 
Named—A Tribute to Arnheim—Legisla* 
tive Notes and Small Talk. 


Nearly one-half—if not quite one-half—of 
the present house of representatives are ex- conted- 
erate soldiers, When it is remembered that the 
war enced over twenty-four years ago, tive per- 
centage of old soldiers is remarkably larze. 

Allbritton, the first name on the list, was @ con~ 
federate, Arnold of Oglethorpe was another. At- 
kinson of Butis was in it four years, Company I, 
Thirtieth Georgia, and surrendered his brigade of 
eighteen men, rank and file, at Bentonville. 

Mr. Bates was fn the first regiment of state troops, 
under Generai Stovall. Boone, Brady and Brown 
were good soldiers. Callaway, the first. 
name in the C's, was a fighting p2ysi- 
cian ia the Forty-third Georgia. Campbell 
fought in the Fourth Georgia. -Carithers and Chew 
fought four years, Ciements, of Gwinnett, fought 
with the Forty-secoud Georgia for over three ears. 
Crenshaw was a good %oldier in the Tenth Georgia. 
Colonel Crowder was in it trom beginning to end. 

Dennard and Dodgen, from the D’s, are ex-con- 
federateg. 

Fain wasin the army. Dr, Felton was a minister 
and a doctor, tut rallied with tle ‘‘Home Guard.”

ALEG AND AN ARM.

Angry Words Lead to Shooting and Reed 
Gets a Woundin the Right Arm and Leg. 


Another Marictia street tragedy. ~“ 

A little after ten o’clock last night, Wils 
Reed, a negro employed as a train hand on the 
Muscadine branch of the Georgia Pacifie rail- 
road, was shot down by Mr. James S. McDon- 
ald, who deals in horses. on Mariatta street. 

The shooting occurred near Boyd’s saloon, 
on Marietta street. 

The first shot took effect in the right arm, 
near the elbow, and passed between the two 
bones of the forearm, just below the joint. 

The second shot pierced the right leg, just 
below the knee, entering the fleshy part from 
the rear and ranging downwards, lodg 
somewhere near the shinbone. 

Dr. A. D. Johnson was called in and dressed 
the wounds, as well as it could be done at the 
time. He pronounced the wound in the leg a 
very serious one, and the one in the arm of a 
nature that may cause considerable trouble. 

The shooting was done with a No. 38 caliber 
Smith & Wesson, and there were three of the 
five chambers loaded when McDonald was ar- 
rested. 

CAUSE OF THE AFFRAY. 

Mr. MeDonald said last night that the 
reason he shot the negro was because the lat 
ter insnited and threw rocks at him. 

“T had just crossed the street t6 go tomy 
boardinghouse,’”’ said Mr. McDonald, “‘when 
my washerwoman accosted me and asked me 
why I did not bring my clothes to be washed, 
as I promised. I replied that I had given 

‘them out to another one, that I had employed 
before. Just then this negro walked by and 
remarked: 

‘¢“Who is that G—d d—d s— —b, anyhow?’ 

“*Ts that any of your business?’ I replied. 

“Then he stooped down to pick up a rcck. I 
had the gun which I had jus! taken out of the 
saloon,in my hand. As the negro rose he 
began to throw rocks, and threw three or four 
at me before I fired at him.”’ 

‘*How often did you shoot?”’ 

‘I don’t know. I kept pegging away, and 
when he fell I went on up the street. I 
didn’t even know whether or not I had hit 
him. I went up the street and came down 
again, and meeting the women I asked them 
about the shooting and went on down Marietta 
street until arrested by Officer Couch. Is the 
negro hurt had?” 

‘Pretty badly.” 

‘‘He ought to have been killed.” 

‘This is the story that Mr. McDonald telT8 
in his cell at the station house. 

THE NEGRO TALKS. 

Reed .was taken from the street where he 
lay bleeding, and removed to a house on State 
street, near the Atlanta Bridge works. 

At midnight he was seen, and seemed to be 
suffering a great deal. He had lost a large 
quantity of blood, and his wounds were pain- 
ing him terribly. 

He said that he was passing down the street 
with a woman, aud that Mr. McDonald was 
walking along the street with a negro woman. 
Reed says that he simply remarked: 

‘Who is that man ?’’ 

‘Tt is none of your G—d d—d business,”’ re 
plied the white man, and at the same time he 
pulled his pistol and began firing. 

After McDonald did the shooting, Officer 
Gene Couch was notified and by a little clever 
engineering succeeded in getting McDonald 
across the city limits, when he arrested him 
and brought him to the station house.

A writer in the Courir-Journal furnishes 
what may prove valuable information about the 
preservation of cut flowers: 

‘When one basa great many flowers, all of 
equally good quality and quantity, the question of 
keeping them hardly needs consideration. In such 
cases, the best thing todois to gather them fresh 
every morning, before the sun has kissed the dew 
from the blossoms; or if one objects strenuously to 
@arly rising, gather them afterthe sun is down at 
night. Have tlowers, and if possible have thenf 
fresh. Take care in your arrangemehts to have 
them grouped tastefully. Don’t make them upinto 
clunisy, conventional bouquets, but arrange them 
loosely, gracefully and with{‘some sense of the fitness 
of things. Small bouquets are more tasteful, and 
give better satisfaction for ordinary use than do 
large, showy ones—a tiny vase of flour glass with 
three or four half blown roses, with their own giossy 
foliage, gives an air of refinement to the plainest 
room. Pansies are prettier by themselves in a shal- 
low dish with a border of sweet scented geranium 
leaves; arrange the sweet little flower vases tastily, 
and give them the exclusive right to the shell or 
saucer which they occupy, 

‘‘Never place cut flowers where the wind will 
blow upon them; this will cause them to droop and 
wither quicker than heat or sunshine; ventilate 
yonr rooms, but keep cut flowers out of the 
draught. 

“If you have a bouquet or basket of choice flowers 
you desire to preserve as long as possible, mind the 
foregoing rule. 

“Keep theSflowers well sprinkled with cool water 
during the day. Atnight place them in anair- 
tight vessel and put them in a cool place; forty or 
forty -five degrees is a good temperature, Cover the 
flowers with a dampfcloth or paper, and if these 
precautions are fullowed you will find the drooping 
head lifted and the flowers sweet and freshin the 
morning. 

‘Sometimes clipping the ends of the stems and 
putting the flowers in fresh water will give them a 
now lease of life. Indeed, when roses have been 
hopelessly withered, boiling water poured over the 
stems stimulates them toa brief beauty and loveli- 
ness,”’

popular leading daily, on the southern side in 
that great struggle, his infiuence and popularity 
with Missourian sympathizers, prepared them 
to feel, when federal bayonéts suppressed its 
issae, and with the tyrant’s heel trampled 
upon that great bulwark of political liberty, 
the freedom of the press, that he was a martyr 
laid upou the altar of patriotism. 

*‘Immediately upon the suppression of the 
paper, my father removed his family to a place 
of greater safety, Columbia, Mo, the seat of 
the University of Missouri—the Athens of 
the state. Then in a short 
time he joined General Price’s army. 
For two years we never saw his face. The 
lines of battic were stretched between us—the 
tramps of wiarshaled hosts in their pathway of 
destruction intervened; the bloody fields of 
battle, the shouts of victory, the groans of de- 
feat, the death of noble and beloved heroes 
became familiar expcriences to him ere he 
Was united to his loved ones again.

THE 8TORM. 

. “For three days the rain aud wind had con 
tinued without stopping. This was from the 
25th of August, 81, to August 27th,’81. By 
the evening of the latter date the storm had 
greatly increased, and the wind was a perfect 
gale. The place of my observation was one of 
the seaport islands of Georg.a. It was but nine 
miles from the Atlantic, so the full force of 
the cyclone was felt by myselfand family. I 
had working for me a number of Norwegian 
boatmen. I sent to the nearest city and bought 
extra rope to secure my beats more strongly, 
and these men being expert seamen, fastened 
them with the most difticult knots known to the 
sea. My story will show how entirely futile 
my efforts were. My house has two stories; 
our room deep; quite a long, but not very wide 
building. About dark I went allaronnd tosee 
if doors, windows, etc., were all right. After 
supper, I sat down to write a letter to the lady 
I hoped to make my wife. Let me here ex- 
plain that the family I spoke of was not my 
own wife and children, but my widowed aunt 
and her daughters. My sister, some cousins 
and friends, making in all, myself, one lonely 
man, seven women and five children. While 
I wrote, every instant the velocity of the wind 
increased. My aunt came to me 
and said she was badly frightened, and 
to please come with her and _ sce 
how it looked outside; also to nail the win- 
dows and doors. At that time I did not fear 
any great danger, as, having lived on the sea 
coast all my life, 1 was accustomed to violent 
storms. ‘To satisfy the ladies, I got up, looked 
out the window, but it was inky darkness—no 
light save trom the short- lived tlashes of vivid 
lightning—then upstairs I went. In a room 
opening on the hall were the two little chil-- 
dren of one of the ladies. I lifted them upiin my 
arms and started to go down tothe dininy- 
room, where the rest were. Just as i reached 
the head of the stairway an extra gust came, 
and the chimney came down and fell into 
the bed where the children had been 
lying. A few minutes later I would 
have been too late, and these little ones would 
have been crushed, but, thank God, they were 
safe. I pnt them on the table in the dining 
room, and went back up stairs to see the ex- 
tent of the damage done. I found the greater 
part of the roof gone. I had previous to this 
time nailed the doors and windows up. I 
heard from the room where the women and 
children were, a startled cry. Iran down, and 
found that the panels of the doors were beat 
. the window sashes blown out and every 
light out—total darkness. By this time the 
wind was fairly howling and the rain had beat 
in through the open windows until the water 
on the dining room floor was up to 
our shoe tops. I then went to the 
back of the house to see what 
the condition of the kitchen was. I found that 
a iarge tree had been blown down, and had 
fallen on the kitchen, making it quite safe. 
This kitchen was connected to the house by 
means of a covered way. By this time the 
entire roof and both of the chimneys of the 
house were gone. I told my aunt and the 
other ladies that they must leave the house 
and gotothe kitchen. Then we started to 
accomplish a very difficult feat. I took first 
the little ones, got them there safely, crawling 
back from kitchen to house on my hands and 
kneos, and so it was I managed to get the la- 
dies there;- each time crawling back- 
~. forward. With one or 
tims dadies I had a terrible time 
i eB them from being blown 
yrs. I kad not been a large 
ual strength, I never 
m all over in safety.

ra laft tha house hat 
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frightful “feelings of thatawfnl night. 
waited in almost complete silence for ¢he com- 
ing day. I was se entirely exhausted 
I laid my thead on a_e window sill 
and siept. The next morning came 
at last, and showed us twenty feet of the bluff 
in frontof the house washed away, the dam 
that was our connecting link with the main- 
land gone; and all the boats that my men bad 
fastened so securely, as they thought, away up 
in the woods. Once or twice during that fear- 
ful night did I wish for another man to help 
me, and several times I wondered why my 
men did not come to help me. The cottage 
where they lived was about a mile and a half 
from our house. I found that they had started 
to come to me, and had been all night in the 
woods, lost—the poor fellows, what atime 
they did have. They could hear the 
trees and limbs falling quite close 
to them, and they could neiter find 
their way back to their cottage nor to the 
house where we were. 

“Boats from the main land, which was 
three-quarters of a mile away, were sent to 
rescue us, and we all thanked God, the good, 
kind God who had watched over and saved us 
in that cyclone of August 27, 1881.” 

Following this fearful experience with wind 
and wave came a reminiscence of the Semi- 
nole war told by Mrs. D——, an aged lady of 
Tallahassee, Fla. Mrs. D.is a daughter of 
ex-—Governor Brown, of Florida, and, though 
far advanced in years, is a woman of remarka- 
ble vivacity of spirit, as well as sprightliness of 
mind. She lived in the days when ‘staging’ 
it to Washington City was the order of the 
day, and was quite a noted young woman 
when her father was a member of congress 
from ‘the Jand of flowers.’’ Her reminis- 
cence, toldin her own words, is something 
worth perusing. 

A REMINISCENCE OF THF SEMINOLE WAR. 

“Our little village (Tallahassee) was ina 
state of excitement over the coming event of 
the season—the entertainment to be given at 
El Destino, the home of the beautiful and ac 
complished widow of one of our wealthiest 
planters, Mrs. N——. 

“The entertainment was to extend over 
three days, including an _ invitation to 
dinner in fancy dress, and _ wind- 
ing up witha dancein the evening. Mrs. 
N——’s lovely home was about fifteen miles 
from Tallahassee. On Monday, the night 
of the 10th, of that month, the 
Indians came up and made an attack on the 
home of Mr. White, an humble farmer 
four miles from E) Destino, on the road toward 
Tallahassee. The news reached our little town 
during the night, and the ‘minute men’ 
around immediately and set out for the seat of 
the tragedy, reaching their destination about 
sunrise, and finding the home of Mr. White 
in ashes, and his family all murdered and 
burned. 

“They proceeded to El Destino, the home of 
Mrs. N , proffering to be her escort to 
Tallahassee for safety. Reaching the planta- 
tion about breakfast time, they found the 
ladies perfectly composed, and with 
no thought of leaving theirhome. They had 
made extensive preparations for an e!aborate 
entertainment, and would not abandon the 
idea of giving themselves and their friends the 
anticipated pleasure. 

‘They felt quite reassured in regard to any 
attack by the Indians, telling the ‘minute 
men’ that the danger to themselves was over 
and the Indians by that time, happily, fifty 
miles away. 

“The ‘minute’ men,’ 
ous breakfast at El Destino,  re- 
turned to the capitol, and the 
young people were rejoiced to hear that they 
were not to be disappointedin their anticipa- 
tions, though it did seem heartless to engage 
nso much gaiety immediately after such a 
tragedy.

“The Prince and Princess Murat, son and 
daughter in law of the famous marshal of Na- 
poleon, were at that time making America the 
country of their adoption and our fair Florida 
theirhome. They were permitted de grace 
to be an_- exception to the rule 
of the occasion, and appeared in their own 
magnificient court costumes to the admiration 
of every beholder. 

“One gentleman only hesitated to appear in 
fancy costumes, the brilliant young judge of 
the supreme court, Judge William M 

*Thefair young princess waved the usual 
demands of ceromony for the evening, and 
compromised by decorating him witha biue 
ribbon, and calling him the prime minister of 
England! 

‘Just as the merry party had taken their 
seats at the table, the soft tones of a guitar 
were heard, and a melodious manly voice sing- 
ing ‘Take the; Wandering Harper In’—that 
lovely old song of Scot’s in the Lady of the 
Lake: and when the minstrel ceased ‘ James 


Fitz-Jaines' was introduced in the person of | 


young William Wirt, son of the great states- 
man—and never a handsomer minstrel wan- 
dered to a more hospitable mansion. If 
not a feast of reason, the occasion was 
a tlow of soul and all went merry as a marriage 
dell. Ere long Fred and Mingo, the negro 
musician could be heard drawing their bows 
in the ballroom, and by the tinkling of the vio- 
lins the happy participants filed off to the ball- 
room in gay march, then to tripitonthe ‘light 
fantastic’ till the ‘wee sma’ hours’ of morn- 
ing. Aftera pleasant evening anda good night’s 
rest, the happy party arose for the 
next day’s entertainment, which was filled in 
with a delightful variety of racing, driving 
and flirting to their heart’s content. The 
second evening’s amusements § introduced 
beautiful tableaux, charades, rccitations and 
music. When the interest began to flaga 
somewhat exciting and amusing incident oc- 
cured. Two of the young péople had arrayed 
themselves in country garb, and appeared on 
the scene as simple rustics, who wanted;to see 
how the great folks enjoyed. themselves, 
the dogs not understanding the practical joke, 
made a grand rally, and the confusion and 
noise was so loud that fears of Indians seized 
upon the party, and the excitement grew wild. 
It was a great relief to find that the savages 
were only two mischievous young persons, and 
that we were safe. 

“The next morning broke fair and sunny, 
and the gay cavalcade, after a most 
enjoyable occasion, bade their fair 
hostess adieu, with man expressions 
of their appreciation of her kindness, and in 
due time reached Tallabassee thoroughly 
worn out, only to have our apprehensions re- 
vived in regard to the Indians. 

‘As we ascended the long hill leadirg imme- 
diately to town, the sound of drum and fife 
was heard, and the streets were thronged with 
citizens and soldiers in a state of excitement. 

“We eagerly inquired into the cause of so 
much wariike activity, and learned to our 
consternation that a report had come that 
the Indians had ambushed a party of 
hunters, and the fight was still going on at 
Wahekulla, it was supposed, as the firing 
was heard inthe distance. The young gen- 
tlemen who had just been b greg oer. in the 
gayety at El Destino, had to shoulder arms, 
under the governor’s order, and join the party 
on their way tothe scene of battle. 
available men were thus withdrawn from the 
town. The next night was one of terror, as 
runners had come in 10 tell the governor there 
were grave . apprehensions that the 
Indians had learned of the defenseless 
condition of the townspeople, and were prepar- 
ing for an attack on them. 

‘Never before had we passed so dreadful a 
night!—but the cheerful light of day brought 
hope on its wings, and soon our brave troops 
returtied and to our joy assured us that there 
had been no attack on the hunters, and that 
there was no ground for apprehension or ter- 


ror. for which our grateful hearts gave a happy

Mrs. S— related the fact of aseance ina 
most inimitable manner, which added much to 
the interest of the story.

Nowthe 
man with the secret was alive atthe close of 
the war, and assoon ashe could, returned to 
his home, Savannah. With him he carried 
the little diagram of the place where the pre- 
cicus metal was under ground.

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It Was Not Glanders. 

Dr. Cook, the yeterinary surgeon, returned 
yesterday from Green county, where he was sent by 
Commissioner Henderson to examine into the glan- 
ders. In his report he says: 

“On the morning of the 30th I met most ot the 
prominent men of Greensboro, and soon learned 
there was great excitement about the stock. Farm- 
ers were airaid to bring their stock into the town, 
and either left them at home or tied them in the 
woods near «<j and walked into town. Farmers 
were afraid of each other’s stock, and in many 
ways there were tokens of great alarm. I proceeded 
at once to investigate first such cases as were pro- 
nounced glanders. I examined a good many in the 
townand a number outside, but failed to find one 
case of glanders. A great deal of stock showed a 
mild form of influenza, which I consider due to 
their exposure toso much rain and neglect in car- 
ing for themat such times. This is a disease that 
readily vields to treatment. The characteristics 
and — of this disease are i fever, coughs 
aud discharge from the nose, with swelling of the 
sub-maxillary glands. I unhesitatingly say there 
is no cause whatever for the alarm and excitement.’’
